To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Sandwich  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs : 
You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in   said 
town  on  the  second  Tuesday  of   March   next,    at   ten   of   the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 

2.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  year  ensuing. 

3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers  and  agents 
for  the  year  ensuing. 

4.  To  raise  money  to  pay  interest  on  tcwn  bonds. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  money  to  redeem  town 
bonds  and  adopt  a  plan  for  the  same.  Also  to  see  if  the  town 
will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  redeem  bonds  with  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
support  of  the  poor  ;  for  laying  out  and  repairing  highways, 
and  building  and  repairing  bridges  ;  and  for  other  necessary 
charges  arising  within  the  town. 

7.  To  raise  money  to  repair  the  road  leading  to  Thornton. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools  in  addition  to  that  required^by  law. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  dog  tax 
of  1885  not  paid  for  dog  damage  for  the  support  of  schools. 

10.     To  see  if  the  town  will  vote   to   instruct  tlie  Selectmen 
not  to  appoint  any  agent  or  agents  for  the  sale  of  spirit  for  the 


ensuing  year,  agreeably  to  Chapter  109,  Section  6,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  amendment  to 
Chapter  55  of  the  General  Laws  in  relation  to  delivering  blank 
inventories  as  provided  in  Chapter  92,  Section  1,  of  the 
Pamphlet  Laws  of  1883. 

12.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  on  the  follow- 
ing question :  "Is  it  expedient  that  a  convention  be  called  to 
revise  the  Constitution?'' 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  purchase  one  or  more  rock-lifters  for  use  of  town. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  money  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers,  as  provided  in 
Chapter  36,  Section  4,  of  the  General  Laws  of  N.  II. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  road 
leading  from  the  site  of  the  former  house  of  Mark  Huntress, 
deceased,  to  the  new  road,  (so-called),  laid  out  on  petition  of 
D.  L.  Warren  and  others,  and  leading  from  Moultonboro'  to 
the  road  leading  from  Tamworth  to  Sandwich  Lower  Corner. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  road 
which  commences  on  the  road  leading  from  the  dwelling  house 
of  Nathaniel  Fry e  to  Moultonboro'  and  which  thence  leads 
past  the  former  dwelling-house  of  Jacob  Roberts  to  the  new 
road  (so-called),  laid  out  on  the  petition  of  D.  L.  Warren  and 
others  and  leading  from  Moultonboro'  to  the  road  leading  from 
Tamworth  to  Sandwich  Lower  Corner. 

17.  To  see  what  instructions  the  town  will  give  the  Select- 
men with  reference  to  providing  at  the  expense  of  the  town  a 
suitable  place  for  the  safe  keeping  and  preservation  of  the 
public  records  and  other  documents  where  they  may  be  de- 
posited and  securely  kept,  as  they  are  required  to  provide  by 
Chapter  74.  part  of  Section  1,  of  the  Pamphlet  Laws  of  1885. 

18.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or 
officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

SCHOOL    REPORT. 


^n  accordance  with  the  laws  of  New  Hampshire,  we  here- 
with present  our  report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Sandwich  for 
the  year  ending  March  1 ,  1886.  A  majority  of  the  schools 
have  had  teachers  of  ability  and  experience.  The  young 
teachers  have  shown  energy  and  self  reliance.  We  feel  as- 
sured that  the  schools  of  the  past  year  will  compare  favorably 
with  those  of  preceding  years.  Tardiness  has  been  on  the 
increase  from  year  to  year.  Truancy  is  another  evil,  the  pen- 
alty for  which  should  be  more  rigidly  enforced.  If  scholars 
were  punctual  in  their  attendance  and  not  unnecessarily  absent 
(as  we  have  reason  to  believe  they  have  been)  the  results 
would  be  far  more  satisfactory.  Parents  should  be  more  in- 
terested in  these  matters,  for  with  them  rests  a  large  share  of 
the  responsibility. 

We  are  about  to  try  a  new  method  of  managing  the  schools, 
based  upon  the  experience  of  others  who  are  able  to  be  judges 
of  such  matters.  It  is  intended  for  the  better,  and  in  our 
opinion  it  should  have  the  assistance  and  hearty  co-operation 
of  every  one.  The  change  will  not  be  as  great  as  many  ex- 
pect and  no  one  will  be  inconvenienced  beyond  what  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  schools  may  require.  One  of  the  chief 
benefits  that  will  arise  from  the  town  system  will  be  to  prevent 
the  too  frequent  change  of  teachers,  and  at  the  same  time 
render  it  possible  to  select  a  better  grade  of  teachers  than 
could  be  selectedmnder  the  system  that  has  governed  in  the 
past. 

There  have  been  243  weeks  of  school  during  the  year,  giv- 
ing to  each  district  an  average  of  12.7  weeks.  The  longest 
school  has  been  26  weeks  and  the  shortest  3  weeks.  Whole 
number  of  scholars  attending  two  weeks  or  more,  276  ;  aver- 
age daily  attendance,  196.  Whole  amount  of  school  revenue, 
$1421.78.
